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The Public Oflices, and Who Ought to

Fill Them.
Turre are two things that we are astonished at
~—the impudence of Demoorats in begring for
office, and the complacenoy of the Rapublican
majority in the Senate in making conflrmations,
By all the rules of political aoction known in
this country, the Republionns are entitled to
the Federal offices, and the Demoorals are not
entitled to a single one of them. In 1504 the
two parties fought a square ont-and-out fight,
and the Republican party won the day, That
viotory, by the rules of politivs noted on in thia
country by all partios for the last forty yunrs,
gave the Republicans a right to the offices.
Nothing has since ovcurred to impair that
right. The Republionn party still remains
the dominant party in the country—over-
whelmingly so. A more direct and palpable
issno was never made in this country than
was made before the people last fall, and no
party was evar more trinmphantly sustained
by the people than the Republican party then
Was.

The only complication that has arisen is due
to the fact that the acting President, elected
by Republican votes, has gons over to the
Demogratic party, and is secking to control
the patronage of the country to snstain his
own treachery, and in violation of the esta.
blished political nsages of the nation. Just
such appointments are being made as would
have been appropriate and proper had McClel-
lan and PPendleton, instead of Lincoln and
Johnson, been elected President and Viee.
Pregident in 1864, Under these circumstanoces,
the Hepublican party are justified in defend-
ing the ancient politienl usages of the country
by evary constitutional weapon in their hands,
The confirmation of the Senate being necessary
to all appointments, the Senate would be per-
fectly justifiable not only, but is in duty bound
to ingist that every appointes shall be in
sympathy with the dominant political senti-
ment of the conntry.

Imagine the relations of parties changed, and
the Demoecrats ovcupying precisely the same
position with respect to a President and to the
conntry that is now occupied by the Repub-
licans, and does anybody suppose that a Demo-
eratio Senate would confirm Ben. Butler as a
Brigadier-General in the army’! And yet
our Republican Senate has just confirmed
Rosseau. Would old Den. Wade stand much
chance of conflrmation before snch a body a’
Minister to Austria? And yet the name of
John I, Stockton is sent into a Republican
Senate, as though thers would be an appro-
pristenesz in their confirming him. No; if
the Democrats had the power that we now
have, and had been sold out by a President,
a8 we have been by Anirew Johnson, they
would relentlessly refuse to conflrm a single
man who was not a sonnd Democrat, and they
would be perfectly right in doing so.

It is not for the interest of any party in this
pountry, nor for the country itself, aside (rom
parties, that political treachery sliould be sne-
vessful, or should be rewarded. The very
genius of our political system obliges all par-
tios to repose implicit good faith in their
candidates. When a candidate betrays this
confidence reposed in him by his constituents
he becomes infamous. If he has since his
alection experienced an honest change of senti-
ment, which prevents his acting further with
the party which elevated him to power, th:
only honorable course for him to pursue is to
resign. He can then appeal to the people,
and if sustained by them, can go back to his
position and aot with & good conscience. But
to hold on to his office after betraying his con-
stituents is to sound the depths of political
dishonor, The example afforded by such men
as Andrew Johmson, Edgar Cowan, and Doo-
little, of Wisconsin, is demoralizing in the
extreme, and, if generally followed, would
render representative government impbasible,
Their example would justify a Presidential
glector in selling out his constituents and
voting for the opposing candidate, It is not
for the good of the country that treachery of

this kind should be made respectable. Parties
have their tﬂ'ilﬂ.. but RMong their COmMpensa-
ting blessings is the eultivation of that essen-
tial requisite of a popular government—per-
feot good faith by a representative towards his
oonatituents.,

reprovhe.”” Courageous as was the kuight,
he must certainly have possessed deision of
character, and been consistent with his prinei.
pleg. But the Hon. James A., of Delaware,
seewis to have lost the qualities of him of the
same name, and wanders throogh labyrinths
of principle and policy until he loses himsalf,
When the United States Senate adopted tha
iron-clad oath, and applied it to all ity mem-
bers, the then Senator from Delaware, after
battling against its constitutionality, declared
his determination to forever quit a body
thus degraded, and, after taking the oath
with melodramatio effect, tendered his resigna-
tion, We naturally supposed that the vonntry
had seen the lust of Bayard as a Senator. But
now, howaver, ha “‘revisilts the glimpse of the
moon,"" and returns to the same Senate he
quitted in dizgust, and quietly takes the ssms

jron-clad oath that drove him from his seat
thres years ago. How is it that the constitu-
tional spirit that conld not brook the illegal
oath then is willing to take it now !

A Dangerous Operntion of the Law,

It wonld seem that the procosdings under
the recent law in regard to professional
thieves wera decided summary. A osse is
raported yestordny, A man was seen to go to
purchnse & tioket for m cirous, and then did
not purchase it. He was seen to stand on the
platform of a oar, and was then arreated.
Three deteotive offiosrs #word that thay
belfeved him to be a profussional thief; the
following convarsation vonoludes the examina-
tion:—

“Did you ever see me nh." anything ! askel
the orisoner of the otlicer,

“No, I did nov,” was the reply, “‘but I've sesn
you cfien with thieves" ;

“You've seen others, too, with Lthisyes, have
you not "

“Yoes, 1 have,”

Defendant was committed for ninety days,

Now, we do not know angthing about the
merits of thiz particular case. Whether the
man was 4 thief or not is of small consequanoces.
But it shows the enormous power placed in
the hands of & set of man who are not of that
irreproachable character as never to wrong-
fully exeroize this undoue influence. The evi-
dence in the onse in point was not that the
defendant was o thief, butthat he was thought
to be a thief, and that he was seen with
thieves. Thisis judging A man by the com-
pany he keeps, most certainly. But it looks to
us like inverting the maxim of supposing a
man to be innocent until he s proved to ba
guilty. Buppose that the detectives should swaar
that they believed any respoctable manto be
guilty of theft, that citizen would be committed
lor ninety days and liave no redress. The officers
securing his committal would not be guilty of
perjury. They do not swear to anything but
to a belief. By this law the liberty of all our
citizens ia placed in the power of the detec-
It abolighes some of the dearest privi
leges of personal liberty. It gives the free-
dom of a citizen into the power of a class of
men with whom the Mayor himself was not
satisfled until his late message, and the efii-
cacy of whom is still an open gnestion. We
do not say that the detectives will abuse their
power. Weare not reflecting on the foree,
bt we are opposed to such a construction of
the law.

It i3 a dangerous pisce of legisla-
It makes the oficers sufiiciently power-
ful to commit a w.ong; and to err it human,
To send a mau to prison for ninety days, with-
out redress and merely on hearsay evidence,
if even that mame can be applied to it,
causes an impression of inseourity on the part
of all citizens anything but consistent with
the freedom and justice of ounr laws.

Tur Frayco-Prussiax  Dievrcorry, — The
foreign complication seems to tend more and
more towards war, By the cable we have
intelligence of an “‘energetic note’’ from Bis-
mark to Napoleon, demnnding to know tha
renson for the arming of France, and threat-
ening to hold France strictly accountable for
gnch an action. The peremptory tone of the
letter portends, beyond all doult, a conscious-
ness on the part 8 P'russia that Napoleon is
not desirous of war. There seems, however,
to be no alternative left to the Bmperor except
a humiliating suspension of the reotification
of his frontior, or else the maintenaunce of
the dignity of France and the declaration of
war, We cannot see how Napoleon, with the
anti-Prussian temper of the people, can do
otherwise than engage in war. It is neces-
gary for the maintenance of his foreign, and,
what ig of mora vital importance to him, of
his domestic prestige. The French peopls
will bear any yoke so that their nation be
glorifled, but the mildest sway without re-
nown to the French arms is intolerable. Sound
policy would therefore declare in favor of war,
and we anticipate that that will be the Empe-
ror's decision.
